Punishment of Chiang's followers 
is also demanded, they being accus- 
ed of killing laborites.

The resolutions demanded that) 
numerous leaders be taken into cus- | 
tody as ‘“‘disturbers of the public! 
order in China,” including Michael 
Borodin, the Russian, who has been 
acting as adviser to the Hankow 
government; George Hsu Chien, | 
minister of justice; Chen Tu-Hsin, 
leader of the Chinese Communist 
party; Tung Ping-Shan, minister of | 
agriculture; Teng Yen-Ta, notorious | 
agitator, and 15 others less well} 
known. | 

Chen Not Named | 

Eugene Chen, the foreign minister, 
was not named in the resolutio.s, 
speakers declaring he was not actu- 
ally-Communist, but was the tool-of 
Borodin and the others. How the 
men namedare tobe takefi in cus- 
tody was not explained. 

The meeting is said to have been 
attended by a majority of the central | 
control committee of the Kuomin- 
tang and the action means a definite 
split in the Kuomintang ranks. 

News of the dévelopment was u2- 
expectedly sudden, following upon 
reports of plans to delay the meet- 
ing to await the arrival of more del- 
egates from Hankow. 

Drive Toward Tientsin

Predicts Time Will Come 
When His Party Will

YORK, April 15.-—Eamon 
de Valera, the lanky New Yorker 
who graduated from mathematics 
profeasor to a brief preledency of the 
Trish républic, again ia seeking ia 
America new and virile Iriah blood 
and sand that will transfuee new 
vitality to a cause grown a bit run 
down and disorganized, 

In June Ireland ts to have another 
election. 

“We then may gain the majsority 
of the Pail Eireann,” predicted De 
Valera, devotee of Ireland'n com- 
plete independence. “!f not then, 
we shall one day attain it. We now 
have 48 of the 153 members." 

The Dall is the.Trish parliament. 
It elects the preaid@nt of Ireland, 

Familiar Logic 

The ‘free statehood” conferred on 
Ireland by Great Gritain brought the 
Gays of the short-lived republic to 
an end. 
the republic as a lost cause. 

“No juat cause ever ia Jost,” he 
said with the simple reasoning of an| 
idealiat. 

There has been a great enedue: 
from Ireland of those young ideal- 
ista who constituted the backbone of 
his cause, De Valera admitted 

“Never since the great famine of 
1£47 has there been such emigration 
from Ireland as in the last four 
years,” he said. ‘‘The economic alt- 
uation ia very discouraging.” 

Free Staters contend, on the other 
hand, that conditions in Ireland 
nefer were better. 

Goes Touring 

De Veilera’s long legs are striding | 
across the Amreican continent as he 
sounda sentiment on Ireland's status, 
and endeavors to awaken drowsy 
followers to renewed activity, He 
began his tour follow! trial in New 
York of the suit of the Irish Free 
Btate to obtain $2,500,000 rained 
here through the sale of Irish Re- 
public bonds, 

Bome $6,000,090 worth of bonds 
were sold to sympathizers in Amer 
fea through a committee headed by 
Frank P. Walsh. A portion waa sent 
to Ireland and placed tn the banks 
there. The Free State brought court 
action and secured the money tn Ire- 
land, and recently started after the 
American funds, over which De Val- 
era wes trustee 

The suit was fought by De Valera 
on the ground that the money was 
raised for the republic. A large 
block of subscribérs opposed its 
falling into any other hands, Weri- 
sion now resis with the trial judge.
